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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant has argued that the cited prior art, Perlman US Patent No. 6,546,486, fails to teach "detection of an exchange of a first 
encryption key between a host device and a remote device." Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examiner cited Key 204 as being the key 
that is detected. Examiner maintains that this key is detected as it passes through the firewall and when it receives the security 
association (Perlman, column 5 lines 1-6). However, this is merely one embodiment of the invention. As noted by Applicant, message 
key 306 is detected in the second embodiment (see Remarks page 10). In the second embodiment, message key 306 is detected by the 
firewall as it is exchanged between source and destination through the firewall (Perlman, column 5 lines 54-56). The detection is 
evidenced by the firewall commencing actions to retrieve the encrypted message key 306 in response to the exchange of encrypted 
message key 306 by way of the claimed second encryption key, the firewall's public key. As a result, Examiner maintains that Perlman 
teaches the detection step. 
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
